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BWIWBBWB BWI a Soviet official in Wester n Europe allegedly stated 

the following 

a» The Chinese units fighting in Korea are not regular troops and have 
not been authorized by the Chinese Government. 

b. The Korean war will drag on for years and will require the United 
States to employ a large number of troops there. 

c. Even though the United States should replace her own troops with those 
of other countries, the United States will still be faced with the task 
of supplying whatever troops will be fighting. 

d. The present situation in the Orient will not extend to Europe.
